Wets Plan to Urge Definite 
Proposal for Control 
by Government. 


CANADIANS TO DESCRIBE 
SUCCESS OF REGULATION 


Shift in Sentiment for Re- 
vision of Volstead Act Re- 
ported in Statement. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Out of the maelstrom of discus- 
sion whirling around prohibition, 
the Association Against the Prohibi- 
tion Amendment hopes to evolve a 
concrete plan for modification at its 
second ‘‘face-to-facts” conference 
to be held here February 22 

The conference, plans for which 
were announced last night, will con- 
sider ‘‘a definite plan for govern- 
ment control under a modified form 
of prohibition, designed to end the 
reign of the bootlegger and abolish 
the other evils following in the train 
of Volsteadism, without returning 
to the evils of the old saloon sys- 
tem.”’ 

Representatives of the Canadian 
government, the announcement said, 
will tell of experiments in modified 
prohibition in the Dominion, statis- 
tics will be presented ‘‘bearing on 
the evils of Volsteadism,”’ and ad- 
dresses will be made by speakers of 
national prominence. 


Evils Seen Increasing. 


Since the last conference, a year 
azo, the association declared, ‘‘there 
has been an alarming increase of 
evidence against Volsteadism as a 
breeder of a host of evils thereto- 
fore but little known in American 
life, including bootlegging, bribery, 
corruption, widespread drinking 
among youth of both sexes and al- 
most universal disrespect for law.”’ 

“There has also been a greatly 
increased recognition of these 
‘facts,’ extending to quarters which 
a year ago would have incontinently 
rejected the suggestion that the 
Volstead law was not virtually 
sacred in character, and that to 
question the merit of the existing 
prohibition enforcement legislation 
was to advocate unbridled crime and 
vice of every sort,’’ the announce- 
ment continued. 

“Comforting instances 
character are found in the recent 
report of the Federal Council of 
Churches, and the still more recent 
declaration of the Church Temper- 
ance society of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church. In both the present 
methods of legislative enforcement 
were weighed in the balance and 
found wantink, while in the later a 
direct demand was made for modi- 
fication of the present laws so as 
to permit the manufacture and 
use of beer and light wines. 


Report Shift in Sentiment. 


“These are the ‘facts’ which are 
to be ‘faced’ at the coming confer- 
ence. The shift in sentiment dur- 
ing the past year as a result of 
wider knowledge of the evils of 
Volsteadism is responsible for the 
selection of Washington's birthday 
as the date of the conference, as 
significant of a return to the spirit 
of true and tried Americanism ex- 
emplified in the life’of the Father 
of His Country, who was opposed 
to the evils of drink as to every 
other form of intemperance, yet was 
a distiller of whisky and left be- 
hind an excellent recipe for mak- 
ing excellent beer.’’ 

The conference will have as its 
central theme, the statement said, 
“the complete failure of prohibi- 
tion in the United States, after six 
years’ trial of the Volstead act as 
the enforcing agency of the eight- 
eenth amendment.”’

Chief of Army Aviation Tells 
Senate Group Wadsworth 
Bill Is Inadequate. 


WOULD MODEL FLYING 
CORPS AFTER MARINES 


Suspended Officer Declares 
Condition of Service Is 
“Terrible Mess.” 


(By Associated Press.) 
Advocates of some form of a 
separate air service had another 
inning in Congress yesterday. 
Maj. Gen. Mason M. Patrick, 
chief of the army air service, ap- 
peared before the Senate military 
committee, while the House mili- 
tary committee heard his former 
assistant, William Mitchell, whose 
criticisms of the present air policy 
led to his court-martial and sen- 
tence of suspension, followed by 
his resignation from the service. 
Gen. Patrick, called to discuss 
the Wadsworth bill, designed to 
carry out recommendations of the 
President’s air board, declared the 
measure did not go far enough. He 


renewed his advocacy of a separate 
air corps, with an independent 
status like that of the marine corps. 

Mitchell, who favors a separate, 
unified air service, described the 
present condition of aviation as “a 
terrible mess.”’ 


No System, He Says. 


He declares there was ‘‘no system 
for operation, training or equip- 
ment.’’ The air personnel, he .oa- 
tended, should be trained to  4r:. 
vent armies from coming together 
and to know how to make _ inde- 
pendent attacks on vital centers, in- 
stead of being held for duty with 
an army. 

Brig. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, as- 
sistant chief of the army general 
staff, ifYormed the Senate commit- 
tee that the War Department, “by 
direction,’’ was submitting a new 
army aircraft bill as a substitute 
for the Wadsworth measure. It 
would remove the provision for in- 
suring the lives of airplane pilots 
for $10,000 each without premiums. 

Asked by Senator Robinson 
(Democrat), Arkansas, what “by 
direction’’ meant, Chairman Wads- 
worth said he assumed i* meant by 
request of the director of the bud- 
get, acting at the direction of the 
President, 

Gen. Drum also testified that the 
War Department had felt it unwise 
to specify in the bill that the addi- 
tional Assistant Secretary of War 
provided for should have charge 
solely of aviation. This, he ex- 
plained, would place undue restric- 
tion on the Secretary and might 
prove embarrassing. He expressed 
doubt that the problems of aviation 
would take up all the time of one 
Assistant Secretary. 


View 


This view was opposed by Sen- 
ator Robinson (Republican), .In- 
diana, who declared that inasmuch 
as Great Britain devoted one entire 
department of its government to 
aviation, it would not be too much 
to expect this country to put all the 
time of one Assistant Secretary on 
this work. 

Asserting that ‘‘Congress is the 
agency of the people for making 
national defense—-—not the depart- 
ments that presume to dictate to 
Congress,”’ Mitchell told the House 
committee that the War and Navy 
Departments ‘“‘are so well entrench- 
ed they are above invesitgation, 
even by Congress.” 

There will be no development, 
he contended, as long as ‘“‘we are 
tied hand and foot,’ to the army 
and navy. 

He added that ‘‘the army wor- 
ships infantry, nothing else, and 
anything against it is heresy, and 
the navy worships battleships like a 
Buddhist his image.’”’

Excusing himself, Lojacono went 
out into the hall, but returned a 
later. Police say he evi- 
dently intended ending his life then, 
but lost his nerve. Again speaking 
with Drain, Lojacono told of his 
vain efforts, remarking that he wae 
tired of it all. 

“Wait a minute,’ Lojacono told 
Drain, leaving the office again. In 
the next minute Lojacono had shot 
himself. Coroner J. Ramsey Nevitt 
issued a certificate of death by sui- 
cide and ordered the body turned 
over to an undertaker. 

Lojacono had been living in 
Washington for about four years, 
coming here from Porto Rico, 
where he had taught school. He 
was born in Italy and was a former 
president of the Sons of Italy lodge 
here.

London Paper. 


‘WOULD NAME OFFENDER 


Feb. 5 (By A. P.).- 
Under the caption “Why Not a 
| Coolidge doctrine,” the Spectator 
|makes the novel suggestion that 
| President Coolidge, by a message 
to Congress or otherwise, should 
openly inform the world what is 
America’s attitude toward the 
eternal problem of ‘“‘last resort.”’ 

The Spectator suggests that the 
‘United States should act as a 
'“*huttress’’ outside the League of 
‘Nations and lay down that where- 
ever there is a breaker of the peace 
who refuses to recognize the sanc- 
tity of a treaty concluded between 
powers, there America sees an 
enemy to mankind. 

On the other hand, the paper 
says, it should be emphasized that 
wherever America finds a follower 
of peace, a country which fulfills 
pledges and treaties, a nation anxi- 
ous to reduce armaments and rely 
on right, not might, there she 
recognizes a friend and fellow 
worker. 

In conclusion, the article says: 
“If President Coolidge should find 
it possible to do this—and only he 
can judge the time and method-~ 


he would do as great an act as that 
of President Monroe.”’

S|Canaries Used to Test Air 
Outside Brattices Die 
Within 30 Minutes. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Feb. 5 (By A. 
P.).—The explosion-wrecked Horn- 
ing mine of the Pittsburgh Termi- 

nal Coal Co. continued today to re- 
tain its secret as to the fate of six- 
teen miners who were entombed by 
a blast which shattered its work- 
ings Wednesday afternoon. 

Canary birds were lowcred into 
the pit today to test the air to in- 
sure the safety of the rescue work- 
ers. The birds, placed in different 
parts of the mine, died within 30 
minutes, indicating that the air on 
the outside of the fire brattices was 
bad. 

During the afternoon the air in- 
side the barricades, where the vic- 
tims are located, was found to con- 
tain a high percentage of carbon 
monoxide. United States bureau of 
mines officials said this showed the 
fire still was burning and they de- 
cided to postpone sending rescue 
men through the brattices.

He wrote him frequently of a 
desire to talk with him and the 
need and desire for his advice of 
many a complicated matter.’ At the 
end of the first legislative session 
he put his feeling into emphatic 
language. 

‘‘Your letter on the passage of 
the tariff bill,’’ the President said, 

gave me the kind of pleasure that 
seldom comes to a man, and it goes 
so deep that no words are adequate 
to express it. I think you must 
know without my putting it into 
words (for I can not) how deep 
such friendship and support goes 
with me and how large a part it 
constitutes of such strength as I 
have in public affairs. I thank 
you with all my heart and with 
deep affecetion.”’ 


The friendship between the two, 
however rapidly it bloomed, was 
progressive. It is not uninterest- 
ing and is perhaps significant to 
trace its development through the 
forms of salutation used by the 
President in his letters. They met 
in November, 1911, and until the 
following spring Wilson addresses 
him as. ‘Dear Mr. House.’ But 
after his nomination, in August, 
1912, he addresses him as ‘My 
dear, dear Friend,’’ signing himself 
“Faithfully yours,’’ or ‘Sincerely 
yours.’’ After his eléction in No- 
vember, 1912, he signs himself 
‘“‘Affectionately yours,’’ and this is 
constant with the salutation of 
‘Dear Friend’’ for two and a half 
years. In moments of great emo- 
tion, as at the time of Mrs. Wilson’s 
death, he’ addressed him as ‘My 
dear, dear Friend.’’ In the summer 
of 1915, at the period of the Arabic 
crisis when he was torn by doubt 
and worry, the President begins to 
address him as ‘‘Dearest Friend,” a 
salutation which remains invariable 
until after his reelection in Novem- 
ber, 1916. In January of 1917 the 
President reverts to the form of ad- 
dress, ‘‘My dear House,” although 
he continues the conclusion ‘‘Affec- 
tionately yours.’ Otherwise it is 
impossible to detect in Wilson’s let- 
ters any change of tone.

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HONORING SEA HEROES. 

New York city is preparing to honor Capt. 
George Fried and the gallant crew of the 
President Roosevelt who rescued the officers 
and men of the British freighter Antinoe. A 
welcome such as perhaps no men of the sea 
were ever given will be accorded them on Feb- 
ruary 15 and 16, when the steamer reaches 
home. Mayor Walker will head a committee 
of 60 prominent New Yorkers, and the cere- 
monies will include a parade with a seaman’'s 
guard of honor from the navy yard and soldiers 
from Governors island. 

Today at Southampton the British govern- 
ment and the people of England will express 
their gratitude and on behalf of the nation will 
present each member of the crew a board of 
trade medal in recognition of the heroism dis- 
played by the Americans. It is said to be 
doubtful if so many gold medals were ever dis- 
tributed before to the crew of one vessel. The 
medals bear the inscription ‘“‘For Gallantry and 
Humanity.’ It was necessary for medal strik- 
ers and engravers of the royal mint to work 
overtime in order to have them ready. Other 
European cities have honored Capt. Fried and 
his men. Indeed, no such universal recognition 
of an act of courage and cool judgment at sea 
has ever been bestowed upon any set of men. 

The skipper of the President Roosevelt and 
the men under him deserve all the applause 
that has been showered upon them. They per- 
formed a deed of heroism that never has been 
excelled in all the annals of the sea. It will be 
written in song and story in the years to come. 
Americans may well be proud of the crew of 
the President Roosevelt. They did their duty, 
nobly, unhesitatingly, unflinchingly, every man 
of them. In honoring the living, the two sea- 
men who lost their lives are not to be forgotten. 
A movement has been started in England to 
raise a fund for their dependents. 

New York city should not be alone in this 
country in doing honor to these heroes. The 
nation should express its appreciation of this 
fine example of true courage by American 
sailors. In some way Congress should recog- 
nize them, whether it be by resolution or the 
presentation of medals. Certainly if Great 
Britain can do so, this land, their own, should 
not deny them the deserved official recognition.

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THE “PREFERRED” CLASS. 

When the so-called ‘‘preferred’’ class of tax- 
payers is referred to, those with incomes above 
$100,000 are mentioned. It is inferred that 
this class is so large that it will receive special 
benefits from a reduction of thé maximum sur- 
tax to 20 per cent. 

As a matter of fact, in 1924 there were only 
about 7,000 citizens in the whole United States 
who, in that year, received net incomes above 
$100,000; in 19 there were only about 4,000. 
In 1923 these individuals paid income taxes 
amounting to about $210,000,000; in 1924 they 
paid income taxes amounting to about $300.,- 
000,000. In each year this was a very large 
yruportion of the entire personal income tax 
collected by the government. 

In other words, approximately one-twentieth 
of 1 per cent of the total population pays nearly 
one-half of the total personal income tax,

ferred” class.

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IRRIGATION LOSSES. 

Sale of the Williston reclamation project in 
South Dakota for the sum of $50,000 is an- 
nounced by the Interior Department. The sale 
was authorized by an act of Congress approved 
last March. The price received represents just 
about one-tenth of the cost to the government, 
but as it was the best figure that could be ob- 
tained, the loss of $450,000 on this one project 
may be considered as a blessing after all. Since 
the investment of $500,000 was made in this 
project the entire returns have amounted to 
only $8,000. 

Altogether the experience of the government 
in supplying water for irrigation purposes has 
been somewhat erratic. Some of the projects 
established under the Carey act of 1894 and 
the subsequent passage of the reclamation act 
of 1902 have undoubtedly resulted in great 
benefits to agriculture in the arid and semi- 


arid States, and it is quite probable that there 


will be further legislation with the purpose in 
iew of harnessing the waters of the Colorado 
yd Columbia rivers for the benefit of vast 
akeas of the West, now little better than desert 
lanas. Because some of the works already 
established have proved unprofitable it does not 
follow that irrigation as a policy is unwise. 
Irrigation as an aid to agriculture has been 
practiced in Egypt for upward of 4,000 years, 
and India today is able to feed its vast popula- 
tion only through the substitution of irrigation 
for rainfall. On the other hand the United 
States has been experimenting in this line dur- 
ing a period covering only a third of a century. 
That some of the experiments have proved to 
be financially unprofitable is only natural. The 
Secretary of the Interior, recognizing the con- 
ditions Which exist in some of the sections of 
the country embraced within the areas of the 
projects of the reclamation service, has ap- 
proved legislation, introduced in the Senate and 
submitted to him for an official opinion, for

ENFORCEMENT. 

The first. deficiency appropriation bill of 
this session of Congress calls for an addi- 
tional appropriation of $7,674,491 to enforce 
the prohibition law.

In 1924 additional vessels and personnel 
were granted to the service to engage in this 
work On a larger scale than had been possible 
hitherto with the fleet which the coast guard 
had* operated for Many years. It has been 
found that the personne] is too small to operate 
the vessels granted in 1924. The activities 
of the coast guard have driven the smuggling 
vessels farther out from the coast lines and 
scattered them over a wider area. 

The vessels granted in 1924 have been found 
inadequate and unsuitable for this service. 
The appropriation asked for covers $3,900,000 
for additional vessels; $1,842,000 for mainte- 
nance, repairs, &c., for 1927, and $1,932,000 
for the remainder of the fiscal year 1926. The 
item of $3,900,000 includes $6€00,000 for the 
reconditioning and equipment of five naval 
destroyers transferred from the Navy Depart- 
ment, $3,150,000 for 385 patrol boats and 
$150,000 for five seaplanes. 

With this additional appropriation

Senator Capper holds that since the people 
of Washington do not enjoy the privilege of 
the ballot and have no representation in Con- 
gress, the best way to obtain the baliot is to 
build up a largely coordinated representation 
of citizens in the various citizen groups bent 
upon this accomplishment. ‘‘Unless the in- 
dividual is a member of a civic organization 
which brings him in close contact with his 
fellow citizens he can neither become intimate- 
ly acquainted with the problems of local, State 
and national governments which so vitally af- 
fect him, nor can he wield any particular in- 
fluence in public affairs,’’ Senator Capper as- 
serted. TFle added that the only effective means 
for the people of the District to protect their 
rights under the Constitution was to give strong 
and united expressions through their civic or- 
ganizations. Representative Zihlman observed 
that ‘‘one of the weaknesses of our government 
is the ignorance of the average citizen as to his 
own affairs,’’ and said that the attitude of citl- 
zens’ associations had a very helpful influence 
in the matters of pending legislation. 

This is good advice. ‘If the people of Wash- 
ington really desire the right of franchise en- 
joyed by the citizens of States, if they want.a 
voice on the floors of Congress, they can not 
better promote that desire than by joining 
some citizens’ association. Happily, there ap- 
pears to be a rapidly growing interest on the 
part of the people of Washington in legislation 
which affects their welfare. The committees 
ef Congress heretofore have depended almost 
entirely upon the recommendations and advice 
of the heads of the city government. Recently 
they have opened the doors to the individual 
opinions and suggestions of citizens. It marks 
a long step forward in the direction of attain- 
ing that which many persons believe belongs 
to the District of Columbia—representation in 
Congress. The opportunity. now presented to 
advance this desire should not be negiected. 
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Just one bad example can make a boy 
guilty of crime, and it takes twelve to decide 
that he’s innocent. It’s a bad arrangement.

Dr. Reid Hunt of Harvard Medical 
school says so. A New Hampshire 
board of health is pronounced in 
its opinion to the same effect.

That the quantity of 
aldehydes found in bad liquor is 
not great; in fact, is so small that 
a person would have to drink his 
own weight of the liquor in order 
to get a fatal dose of the aldehyde. 
Their criticism of the aldehyde 
theory is not wholly destructive. 
They say that whisky drinkers 
every now and then gwallow 
enough liquor to get a fatal dose 
of alcohol. Miss Jeanette Marks, 
in her book, ‘‘Genius and Disas- 
ter,’”’ says that DeQuincy,, accord- 
ing to his confession would drink 
the equivalent of a pint of alcohol 
or a quart of whisky in a day. To 
most men a pint of alcohol a day 
would be a fatal dose.

Apparently alarmed lest Congress 
be unfavorably attracted the 
local government, members of the 
District board of commissioners yes-

Stephens, who was called upon to 
submit a legal] opinion on the tech- 
nicality raised by Commissioner 
Fenning, has completed formulation 
of his views, it is said, and advises 
the board that none of its three 
members can be prevented from vot- 
ing on any issue confronting the 
board. 

“There was no row in the public 
utilities commission,’ said Commls- 
sioner Rudolph, ‘‘and there is no 
oceasion for sensational newspaper 
headlines.”’

Denial From Fenning. 


Commissioner Fenning also de- 
nied friction and refused to state 
what had taken place in the Monday 
executive session of the commis- 
sioners. Lieut. Col. J. Franklin 
Bell, engineer commissioner, main- 
tained silence. 

The effort of Commissioner Fen- 
ning to win his point by prevent- 
ing a colleague from voting by a 
technicality is said to have so dum- 
founded both Mr. Rudolph and Col. 
Bell that the point was referred to 
Mr. Stephens without debate. 

The situation grew out of the 
efforts of residents of Richmond 
park to have the Woodley road bus 
line extended. Their first plea was 
considered in public hearing and 
the commission is understood to 
have voted against it. A new peti- 
tion, providing a slightly changed 
route, resulted in a second public 
hearing. held while Mr. Rudolph 
was in Florida, studying the 
stenographic record on his return. 
Three hundred witnesses supported 
the change and nineteen opposed 
it at the hearing. 

Col. Bell, in the executive session 
of the commission Monday, favored 
the change, Commissioner Fenning 
opposed it, and Mr. Rudolph indi- 
cated he favored it but wanted 
more time to study the testimony 
vote later. Then Mr. 
Fenning raised his technical ob- 
jection to Mr. Rudolph’s voting be- 
cause he had not attended the 
hearing, adding that inasmuch 
as he and Col. Bell were divided 
there was no vote and the petition 
for a change was lost. 

Mr, Stephens, however, said he 
could find nothing in the law to 
support Mr. Fenning’s technicality. 


Citizens Council Laughs 
At Commissioners’ Rebuff 


The citizens’ advisory council 
last night enjoyed a laugh at the 
expense of the District commission- 
ers. Having met to consider half 
a dozen items of local legislation 
pending in Congress, it heard itself 
rebuffed in a letter from the com- 
missioners, who created it. and the 
next moment received official no- 
tice of preferment at the hands of 
the House District committee.

SIDE STREETS TO GET 
NEW TRAFFIC SIGNS 


Traffic on Roads Crossing 
Sixteenth, Where There are 
No Signals, Must Stop. 


Traffic signs containing new 
phraseology are being prepared for 
installation at intersections of some 
of the shorter streets with Sixteenth 
street northwest. They are designed 
to keep motorists from turning into 
Sixteenth street except when traffic 


thereon is at a standstill. They will 
read: ‘‘Wait here until Sixteenth 
street traffic has stopped before en- 
tering.”’

Prosecution Seeks to Impeach 
Testimony of Crecey as 
to Pullman’s Auto. 


The second trial of Ziang Sun 
Wan on the charge of murder will 
come to an end Monday unless 
something unforseen happens. Tes- 
was virtualiy concluded 
yesterday, and only a few questions 
in rebuttal remain to be answered. 
Then the attorneys will make their 
arguments and submit the case to 
the jury. The defense rested yes- 
terday. 

James B. Green, a handwriting 
expert, was on the stand, and with 
the aid of photographic enlarge- 
ments, sought to prove that Wan’s 
handwriting was not the same 
handwriting that appeared on a 
$5,000 check which Van, brother 
of Wan, tried to cash at the Riggs 
National Bank the morning after 
the triple murder in the Chinese 
mission. 


Incident Held Important. 


The incident regarding the check 
is regarded as the most damaging 
bit of testimony the government has 
against Wan. The government’s 
counsel contends that the three Chi- 
nese were murdered so that this 
check could be cashed. 

The government maintains that 
Wan forged the name of Dr. T. T. 
Wong, one of the murdered Chi- 
nese, to the $5,000 check and that 
he then gave it to Van to cash. A 
hand writing expert, called by the 
government, has testified that the 
signature of Dr. Wong on the stub 
to the check and specimens of 
Wan’s handwriting were written by 
the same person. 

Green, who said he had been a 
handwriting expert for 25 years, 
asserted yesterday that he was 
convinced, after careful examina- 
tion that the writing on the check 
stub was not that of Wan. He had 
had the writing on the stub and 
specimens of Wan’s writing photo- 
graphed and enlarged to several

Pullman did 
have an automobile, he would not 
have bothered to bring it from such 
a distance when he was in a hurry 
to go to the scene of a murder.

MAY MEAN DEFEAT 
OF LOCAL MEASURE 
Empire State Executive Holds

Feather in His Cap. 


Gov. Smith of New York has 
lined up the whole Tammany dele 
gation in Congress. against the 
Washington plan of mothers’ pen- 
sions, it became known yesterday 
The New York governor has told 
his Tammany colleagues to get be 
hind the Mills-Wadsworth meas- 
ure, which would give the city a 
mothers’ pensions system pattern 
ed after the New York law. 

Aside from this New York sup 
port, the lobby headed by Miss So- 
phie Irene Loeb has reached large 
proportions. Members of both 
houses are receiving communica 
tions from throughout the countr: 
asking that Congress pass the New 
York instead of the local plan. 


Smith Trying to Glorify Self.

question was looked upon by some 
of the Democrats of that State as 
seeking political capital and the pos 
sibility of the Democrats looking 
favorable on the Washington plan 
was quite a factor in contemplating 
the situation. 

Although the measure now pend.

ation Monday, is known as the 
Keller bill, it is not Representative 
Keller's original idea at all, but that 
of Mr. Mills.
